with Article 2 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code. A "Minimum Bid” is an amount below which 
the lot will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE WRITTEN "Minimum Bids’ ON

In 1975, Jim 
personally supervised the protocols for the first mainframe computer system in the numismatic business, which would catapult New 





England Rare Coin Galleries to the top of the industry in less than four years. In 1983, Jim merged with his friend and former 
archrival Steve Ivy, whom Jim had long admired. Their partnership has become the world’s largest and most successful numismatic company, as well 
as the third-largest auctioneer in America. Jim remains arguably the best “eye” in the coin business today (he won the professional division of the 
PCGS World Series of Grading). In the mid-1980s, he authored “How to Grade U.S. Coins” (now posted on the web at www.CoinGrading.com), 
a highly-acclaimed text upon which the NGC and PCGS grading standards would ultimately be based. Jim is a bit of a Renaissance man, as a well- 
known futurist, an active collector of EC comics and early 20th-century American art (visit www.jhalpe.com), venture capital investor, philanthropist 
(he endows a multimillion-dollar health education foundation), and part-time novelist. His first fictional novel, “The Truth Machine,” was published 
in 1996 and became an international science fiction bestseller, and was optioned for movie development by Warner Brothers. Jim’s second novel, “The 
First Immortal,” was published in early 1998 and immediately optioned as a Hallmark Hall of Fame television miniseries. Jim is married to Gayle 
Ziaks, and they have two sons, David and Michael. In 1996, with funding from Jim and Gayle’s foundation, Gayle founded Dallas’ Dance for the 
Planet, which has grown to become the largest free dance festival in the world. 


Greg Rohan - President 

At the age of eight, Greg Rohan started collecting coins as well as buying them for resale to his schoolmates. By 1971, at the age 
of ten, he was already buying and selling coins from a dealer’s table at trade shows in his hometown of Seattle. His business grew 
rapidly, and by 1985 he had offices in both Seattle and Minneapolis.

Additionally, Greg 
is a Sage Society member of the American Numismatic Society, and a member/life member of the PNG, ANA, and most other leading numismatic 
organizations. Greg is also Chapter Chairman for North Texas of the Young Presidents’ Organization (YPO), and is an active supporter of the arts 
Greg co-authored “The Collectors Estate Handbook,” winner of the NLG’s Robert Friedberg Award for numismatic book of the year.

Today we call these coins Continental Dollars, although there is no evidence that 
they were actually intended to be coins valued at one dollar. The size is essentially the 
same as the Spanish milled dollar that circulated in Colonial America, and the one dollar 
label is probably due to its size. In his Complete Encyclopedia, Walter Breen writes: 

“The traditional name ‘dollars’ for all these coins has lately come under attack. 
Its sole rationales were size, the existence of a few silver strikings, and Bishop 
Watson’s guesswork. Whatever the tin pieces might have represented, the copper 
and brass strikings most likely were pattern pence. On September 2, 1776, the 
Continental Congress valued its paper dollars at par with the Spanish, equating 
the British shilling of 12 pence to 2/9 dollar: Solomon, p.40. This works out to 
54 pence or 108 halfpence to the dollar. As the copper and brass impressions are 
much heavier than Tower Mint halfpence, their makers and recipients would have 
thought of them as pennies; nobody had yet proposed to divide the Spanish dollar of 
8 Reales into 100 unites, let alone names such a hypothetical unit a cent.” 

Bishop Watson was the first to describe the Continental pieces in the fifth edition 
of Chemical Essays, published in London in 1789. Raphael Soloman penned “Foreign 
Specie Coins in the American Colonies,” published by American Numismatic 
Society in 1976. Breen described the brass and copper examples as “pennies” in 
his Complete Encyclopedia, and called the pewter and silver pieces “dollars.” 
Whatever they are called, the pieces struck are essentially patterns for a coinage that 
remained unissued. An anticipated loan of silver from France never materialized. 

The obverse die is signed EG FECIT, meaning that it was made by 
someone whose initials were EG. Today, EG is identified as Elisha Gallaudet. 
An engraver from New Jersey, Gallaudet was born about 1730, and died 
in 1779 according to some sources, and 1805 according to others. He 
was noted especially for engraving certain colonial paper issues. 

This impressive piece has brilliant light and medium gray color, lighter in the fields 
and darker on the devices. Both sides have satiny luster, especially in the protected 
areas.

It is believed 
that the coins were actually struck in Harper’s coachhouse on 
6th Street in Philadelphia. This historic structure housed the 
U.S. Mint’s machinery in 1792 before the first Mint building was 
occupied.

This piece shows lovely chocolate-brown patina. The only 
planchet flaw of any note is an angling depression from the first 
T in STATES down through star 1 and beyond. Post-strike flaws 
that are worthy of note are a diagonal mark across Washington's 
temple and three tiny rim nicks, two at the 6 o'clock position 
and one at 7 o'clock, all convenient markers for pedigree tracing. 
According to the 1999 Rulau-Fuld revision of the classic Baker 
reference, circa 30 pieces are known for Baker-25. 

Silver pieces were also struck from the dies with various 
edge designs, as were large flan (36 mm) copper pieces. Breen 
speculated that this coinage was completed prior to December

coinage bill was introduced. However, Washington disapproved 
of presidential portraits on U.S. coins, which he considered 
monarchical, and congressional legislation to establish the 
United States Mint was modified to instead use “a device 
emblematic of liberty.”

The Mint began its production of silver coinage in October 
1794 with the dollar. After the coining of approximately 2,000 
dollars, however, it became apparent that the largest press on 
hand was not powerful enough to completely strike up the 
design. Mint Director David Rittenhouse thus decided that half 
dollars be struck while the Mint was making arrangements for 
the construction of a larger and more powerful press. 

According to Mint records, 5,300 Flowing Hair half dollars 
were delivered on December 1, 1794 under Warrant number 2. 
Then, according to a November 26, 2002 Numismatic News 
article by researcher Robert Julian: “... a key piece of machinery 
broke down and it was some weeks before repairs could be 
completed.” The next half dollar delivery occurred on February 
4, 1795 with 18,164 pieces, per Warrant number 3. These were 
presumably dated 1794, giving the 1794 Flowing Hair half dollar 
a total mintage of 23,464 pieces. Julian estimates that between 
250 and 350 specimens survive, most in “weli-worn condition.” 

The AU53 example in this lot displays light silver-gray 
patination, with blushes of golden-tan and sky-blue around 
portions of the borders. Both sides retain a good amount of luster 
for the grade, and the design features are well defined, including 
sharp delineation in most of Liberty’s hair strands, the dentils, 
and the eagle’s wing and tail feathers.

In his Proof Encyclopedia, Walter Breen noted that 
he had seen three proofs of this variety, except he mistakenly 
called it O-102, providing a description of that reverse die: 


“Identifiable by a small cluster of rust pits below NI in 
UNITED. Newcomer—Col. Green, probably the piece Beistle 
saw. | have seen three, one of them being the Cass, ‘Empire’ 
coin, lot 1312, ex R.T. McPherson: 844, ex 1949 ANA Sale.

This piece is the specific McPherson, Empire coin that Breen 
mentioned. The problem with his description is that this is not O- 
102, butactually O-103, and therefore the reverse die isnot the same 
as 1820 Reverse E that was used for O-106 of the earlier year. 

While Breen mentioned the existence of several proof 
examples, we believe that this coin is the only proof O-103 that 
exists. It has been documented as a proof for over half a century, 
and possibly long before that. 

It is a remarkable coin with deeply mirrored fields and frosty 
devices, with every detail boldly rendered. The surfaces are 
virtually perfect with no blemishes evident on each side. Marvelous 
old-time collection toning consists of intermingled blue, rose, 
amber, and iridescent toning on both sides. It exactly matches 
the appearance and pattern in the color plate of the 1990 Stack’s 
catalog, and likely appears exactly as it did 50 or 60 years ago.

844 1865 PR68 NGC. Of the 373 1865 proof silver dollars that have been certified as of (1/08) 
by both NGC and PCGS combined, the current coin stands above all others with regard 
to state of preservation and technical grade. A smattering of examples exist at the PR66 
and PR67 levels, but only one, the piece offered here, has been awarded the seemingly 
unattainable grade of PR68. The fields are deeply mirrored and the devices display significant 
mint frost which yields an unacknowledged cameo contrast beneath the multiple layers of 
toning. Rose and sea-green toning are seen over each side to varying degrees of intensity. 
The devices are fully struck in all areas, as one would expect. What is unexpected, however, 
are the extraordinarily clean surfaces. We simply do not see any defects on this coin. 

Although 46,500 Seated dollars dated 1865 were struck for circulation, the number of 
survivors is comparable to that of the 500 proof coins produced that same year. According to 
Bowers in his seminal work on the subject, Silver Dollars & Trade Dollars of the United States 
(1993), the reason for this fact is twofold: most of mintage of 1865 business strike dollars were 
exported to Central and South America whereas the full production of 500 proof pieces 
were distributed with the 1865 silver proof sets. Today fewer than 400 business strikes are 
extant, with the vast majority of those survivors in circulated grades. Approximately the 
same number of proof examples are available today, based on a thorough review of auction 
records, population data and independent analyses of numismatic researchers. The problem 
encountered by advanced collectors of business strike Seated dollars, however, is the fact 
that few Mint State pieces dated 1865 exist. The inclusion of a high grade proof specimen 
into one’s regular issue collection is often a tempting, and sometimes the only, option. 

Breen (1977) claims to have seen one of the 1865 proof sets as produced by the Mint: 
“| have since seen one in original case of issue, black morocco, lined with blue satin and 
aquamarine plush ... .” When contemplating how an 1865 proof silver dollar could have 
survived 143 years in Superb Gem condition, it is easy to visualize a piece that was struck with 
great care under perfect conditions and immediately placed into one of the original proof set 
cases as described by Breen. While most of the early sets were disassembled over the years and 
handled with less than perfect care, this proof dollar was under the constant custodianship of 
an astute numismatist, or put away and forgot about throughout the decades. Whatever the 
case may be, numismatists of our time rejoice in the fact that this coin has defied the odds. 

Regardless of state of preservation or ranking in the Condition Census, all 1865 proot 
Seated dollars are imbued with historical significance. 1865 was the final year of the Civil 
War, but it is important to note that all 500 proof silver dollars of this date were issued 
between February 25 and March 24. Mere days later and approximately 300 miles to the south, 
General Robert E. Lee surrendered his Confederate Army to Union commander Ulysses S. 
Grant on April 9, 1865 at Appomattox Court House, Virginia. The current piece has not 
changed since the instant it was struck and, as such, is a time capsule of America’s history and 
a numismatic masterpiece.

1113 1892-S MS62 NGC. For 15 months, from November 1891 to 
January 1893, the San Francisco Mint had a distinct and unusually 
consistent pattern of striking Morgan dollars: it delivered 
precisely 100,000 pieces each month. The coins from November 
and December 1891 do not have any special distinction, as they 
are part of a comparatively high-mintage issue that does not 
command a substantial premium until the Gem level. The coins 
from January 1893 comprise the entirety of the famous 1893-S 
issue, undisputed key among circulation-strike Morgans. 

The coins from the 12 months in the middle, the 1892-S 
pieces, are noted rarities in better grades, and such coins only 
infrequently appear at auction. As a low-mintage issue, the 
1892-S experiences demand across most grades, though the 
emphasis is on coins that show light to moderate wear. Q. David 
Bowers, in his A Guide Book of Morgan Silver Dollars, states 
that “ ... most collectors will opt for an inexpensive VF or an 
affordable EF, the 1892-S often being one of the few Morgan 
dollars in a set that is not Mint State.” 

This example shows pleasing overall detail, with only a 
touch of softness at the often-weak hair just above Liberty’s 
ear.

For decades, the 
1893-S dollar has been a target of counterfeiters, alterers, and 
other numismatic miscreants. It is also one of the most easily 
authenticated issues in the Morgan dollar series. As Mary 
Sauvain wrote in a column for the July 1, 1991 issue of Coin 
World, “The 1893-S Morgan dollar is a coin that can give an 
individual heartburn. Yet it is one of the easiest U.S. coins to 
determine if it is genuine, altered, or counterfeit. Knowing the 
characteristics of the genuine coin is the key.” 

Determination of authenticity is simpler for the 1893-S than 
for most other Morgan dollar issues, since the 1893-S was struck 
from just two die pairings, which share a common obverse. Simple 
knowledge of widely identified diagnostics, such as the two small 
die chips in the left foot of the R that form a “V” or “rabbit-ears” 
shape, weeds out the vast majority of alterations. Counterfeits, 
which are often lacking in such minor details, can sometimes be 
identified in this manner as well. The present piece was struck 
from a reverse die which shows the mintmark centered in the 
space below the wreath and tilting to the right; the other reverse 
die used shows the mintmark close to the bow and upright. 

Though this coin shows evidence of light wear on the softly 
struck highpoints, its overall visual appeal is solid, and the fields 
retain the vast majority of their modestly reflective luster. Rich 
reddish-orange and gold shadings grace the margins, while 
delicate silver-blue patina drapes the centers.

1965 Lincoln Cent—Struck on 90% Silver Dime Planchet—

were created when a small number of silver dime planchets remained 
inside one of the Mint’s large tote bins when the bin was then 
filled with cent planchets for production, and the few remaining 
dime planchets found their way to the cent press. All errors of the 
“wrong planchet” class were created in the same manner. Although 
1964-dated silver dimes were minted in 1965, few examples of this 
particular transitional error were produced. The present example is 
a brilliant Mint State piece with frosty silver luster and attractive 
light gray surtaces.

Regular dies for the Lincoln cent, struck in white metal 
with a plain edge. As World War II got underway, it quickly 
became obvious that massive quantities of copper and nickel 
were needed for the war effort. As a major industrial user of both 
metals at that time, the U.S. Mint began to look for alternative 
compositions for the cent and nickel coinage. In 1941, the three 
operating mints coined 1.1 billion cents and 300 million nickels. 
Eliminating copper from the cent coinage, reducing copper 
from the nickel coinage, and eliminating nickel from the nickel 
coinage would result in a savings of more than 4,000 tons of 
copper and 400 tons of nickel, based on the 1941 coinage. 

Several companies were involved in development and 
testing of experimental compositions as replacement for copper 
in the cent. Much of the experimentation involved various 
plastic materials, hard rubber, and even tempered glass. At 
the same time, the Mint was looking into various metallic 
alternatives, including this white metal piece and zinc coated 
steel patterns, the latter currently unknown. 

Patterns struck inside the Mint utilized the existing Lincoln 
cent dies, while the outside companies were provided with 
special dies feature a female head facing right for the obverse, 
and UNITED STATES MINT inside a wreath for the reverse. 

This white metal piece is an extraordinary proot with a 
hint of cameo contrast. The fields are deeply mirrored and the 
surfaces are pristine. It is interesting that the obverse shows a

3,725 examples—among the lowest of the entire Type Three 
series—numerous high-grade pieces are known today, along with 
similar numbers of the 1864 gold dollars. It appears as though 








some examples were saved—possibly as an affordable, yet historic 
reminder of the awful conflict the United States had endured for 
five long years? Both grading-certification services have certified 
examples of the 1864 and 1865 in MS68, and NGC and PCGS 
have each certified single 1864 examples in MS69. 

The present 1865-dated coin is the single finest certified at 
NGC or PCGS of the 1865 issue, in MS68, although it is tied 
with a single piece so graded at PCGS.

We conducted an extensive auction catalog search of proof 
gold coins, and only located about 15 auction appearances of 
a proof example, several being reappearances of the same coin.

Although NGC and PCGS combined have certified nearly 
200 examples, that figure is obviously highly inflated, as only 
150 proofs were produced. Perhaps two-thirds of those pieces, or 
some 100 individual pieces, still survive today. 

As the last issue dated in the 1800s and because of its relative 
availability, the issue trades as a type coin. It is also, like many 
gold proof coins from the 1898-1900 period, one that when 
encountered is usually quite attractive and well produced, usually 
with deep cameo contrast. (The Mint production personnel 
appeared to enjoy their heyday during this period, with the 
manufacture of proof gold coins that offer deeply mirrored fields 
contrasting with thickly frosted devices reaching its zenith. 
In fact, in 1902 the Mint changed to a proof gold format that 
showed semibrilliant devices rather than deeply frosted ones.) 

The surfaces are nearly perfect, with the only faintly 
noticeable mark located in the field above the eagle. The fields 
are deeply reflective and go inky-black when angled beneath a 
light. The devices are heavily frosted and present a strong cameo 
contrast on each side. 

Most certified 1899 proof quarter eagles average only about 
PR64, however, and the present piece, in addition to its obvious 
good production standards, was carefully preserved and protected 
in the decades after striking. In PR66 Ultra Cameo the present 
example is one of five coins so graded at NGC, with 15 finer 
(PR68 Ultra Cameo the finest). As always with this date, a 
healthy proportion must be viewed as resubmissions.

The novelty of the three 
dollar gold piece is undeniable. It was created as a convenience 
to facilitate the purchase of a sheet of three cent stamps. That 
reason, of course, saw limited usefulness; nevertheless, the 
denomination lasted for 35 years, ending in 1889. The three dollar 
gold piece was a curiosity even during this period. It was an odd 
denomination, few were struck, and even fewer circulated. The 
denomination ended with the same law that eliminated the gold 
dollar. The decade of the 1880s had negligible numbers produced 
of the three dollar denomination. Quantities ranged from a low 
of 554 in 1881 to 6,160 in 1887. The final year of production had 
a run of only 2,500 pieces for circulation. Proof examples have 
always been highly collectible and desirable, regardless of date. In 
1889 there were 129 proofs struck, and one can deduce from the 
striking periods that they must have all been sold. In addition to 
the two strikings in June, September, and October, there were 
also 16 pieces struck in December; indicating that previous stocks 
had been sold and there was demand for additional proofs. 

The mintage of proof 1889 threes would indicate it should be

AY However, just the opposite is true. Only 85 to 95 examples are 
believed known today. As an Ultra Cameo, this is the finest (and 
only) piece certified by NGC. Only five coins have been graded 
finer, all PR66 Cameo pieces.

While it is almost certain that all the stellas were coined as proofs, some are deeply mirrored, and others, like this 
piece, show satiny surfaces that are less reflective. Some have described such pieces as Mint State in the past. During 
the late 1870s and early 1880s, quite a few proofs have similar satiny surfaces. The 1878 Shield nickels are a good 
example. A proof-only issue, many of those pieces look very much like business strikes. 

Diagonal planchet striations are observed on this piece, up to the right on the obverse and up to the left on the 
reverse. They are prominently visible on the devices, weaker in the fields. Similar striations are noted on all four-dollar 
gold pieces, although some have suggested that the 15 pieces called “originals” lack such characteristics. Similarly, 
some numismatists have suggested that the “originals” were actually coined in the metric alloy stipulated. Despite the 
various opinions, it is more likely that existing planchets of similar size were used, i.e. half eagle planchets. 

Planchet strip for the half eagles was a standard production item at the Mint. Slightly reducing the thickness of this 
strip in the rolling mills and draw bench resulted in planchets of the proper weight for four dollar pieces. With appropriate 
calculations, the thinner planchet stock could be punched with a standard half eagle planchet cutter, yielding a standard 
90% gold planchet the same diameter as a half eagle, but with four dollars in gold rather than five dollars. 

The alternative to the above procedure was to create new planchet strip of the metric alloy, and at the same time 
create a new planchet cutter of the necessary diameter. Undoubtedly, these additional steps would have taken place if 
the denomination was authorized. 

The process of carefully reducing the thickness of the planchet strip left long grooves on both sides of the strip, 
parallel with the edge of the strip. As planchets were cut from the strip, they also had the same grooves on their 
surface. Once the pieces were struck, the grooves mostly disappeared, yet remained visible on the highpoints of the 
devices. Observation of a number of pieces reveals striations that are oriented in almost any conceivable direction; 
however, every individual piece has the obverse striations parallel to the reverse striations, confirming the production 
method that we have described. 

This piece is a gorgeous Premium Gem proof with brilliant yellow surfaces that are entirely free of imperfections. 
Slight central weakness, especially evident on the obverse, results from the planchet striations. The fields are lightly 
reflective and the devices are lustrous and satiny, yielding slight cameo contrast.

Numismatic tradition tells us that 425 of these four dollar gold pieces were coined in 1879, a substantial mintage 
for a gold pattern. Consider that only 30 proofs of each regularly issued gold denomination were coined in 1879, and 
the stella mintage seems even more unlikely. Some numismatists have recently suggested that the actual mintage 
might be even higher than the traditionally reported quantity. In addition to those actually struck in gold, a few 
pieces were coined in copper and aluminum. The off-metal 1879 Flowing Hair pieces are much rarer than those 
struck in gold. Today, perhaps 200 to 250 of these four dollar gold coins still survive, somewhere in the vicinity of half 
the original mintage, seemingly a good estimate for many proof gold coins of that era. Most of the survivors are lower 
grade or impaired, or both. Few survive in Gem quality. 

The only way to make a good estimate of the surviving population is to take a census, but that is nearly impossible 
with so many different pieces known today. Anyone who has attempted to plate-match proof gold coins from older 
auction catalogs understands the task at hand. While a complete roster of the 1879 Coiled Hair, and the two 1880 
varieties is possible, such a roster of 1879 Flowing Hair coins is probably an unreachable goal. Perhaps more important 
than a complete roster is a census of the top pieces, including only those examples that grade PR65 or finer, a more 
reasonable goal for the 1879 Flowing Hair issue.

Stunning 1881 Half Eagle, PR67 Cameo 
One of the Finest Certified 
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1881 PR67 Cameo NGC. Examples of 1881 proof fives are rarely 
available for sale, either privately or via public auction. The 
reason is simple: only 42 pieces were minted and less than half of 
the total production has survived to this day. Garrett and Guth 
comment in their Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins (2006): “The 
1881 half eagle is very rare in proof, with just 15 to 20 examples 
known in all grades. Of the few coins seen at auction and listed 
on the population studies, several are impaired. The Smithsonian 
example is lightly hairlined as well. Proof gold coins from this 
era were not always preserved with great care. Due to the high 
face value, many were lost after entering circulation.” With fewer 
than 20 pieces extant in all grades, many of which are impaired 
in one fashion or another, ownership of an 1881 proof halt 
eagle is reserved for those individuals with much patience and 
financial wherewithal. Of course, a bit of luck is also beneficial, 
since the demand for this issue far outweighs the supply. 

The current coin is clearly one of the finest known examples, 
if not the finest, of this elusive issue. The NGC Census Report 
indicates that seven pieces have been certified in all grades 
combined, with two coins listed at the PR67 Cameo level. The 
PCGS Population Report documents a total of six examples, the 
finest a lone PR66 Cameo (1/08). Furthermore, it is reasonable to 
assume that the combined total of 13 coins graded by NGC and 
PCGS is slightly skewed by a few resubmissions. In fact, the two 
PR67 Cameo pieces at NGC could very well be the same coin. 

The fields of this piece display the often-seen orange-peel 
effect, a rippling, crinkled appearance seen on many, if not 
most proof gold coins from the 1870s through the turn of the 
century. The devices are notably frosted and contrast strongly 
against the depth of mirrored reflectivity in the fields. High 
grade proof gold is difficult to pedigree, because by definition 
there are few imperfections on the surfaces. On this piece it may 
be possible. There are two tiny planchet flakes in the obverse 
field by star 11, and a couple more in the reverse field below the 
eagle’s beak. Of the few examples of 1881 proof half eagles that 
we have handled during the past two decades, the current piece

The 1889 half eagle proof issue closes 
a decade of interesting and remarkable dates. Production of 
proofs grew from 36 pieces in 1880 to a comparatively impressive 
95 coins in 1888, though an informal census of the two issues 
does not suggest that the existing population of the latter 
exceeds that of the former by more than a handful of survivors. 
The 1887 is a famous proof-only issue, and in light of the meager 
four-figure production runs for the business strikes of 1889 and 
1890, it is little wonder that numismatists accord those two 
issues a premium in proof format. 

The stated mintage for proof five dollar gold pieces took an 
anomalous dip in 1889, to just 45 pieces; though production 
would rise and fall in the following decades, it would never again 
plunge to so low a number.

Most likely because of the low mintage, most of the proof:

More specifically, the present PR66 Ultra Cameo example 
is one of three so certified at NGC, with one PR67 Ultra 
Cameo and four PR68 Ultra Cameos finer (as always, minus 
resubmissions, which likely account for a considerable percentage 
of the certified numbers at these lofty levels) (1/08). 

There is certainly no doubt about the Ultra Cameo status 
of this piece. This 109-year-old half eagle looks like a Franklin 
Mint product! There is maximum contrast between the heavily 
frosted devices and the unfathomable depth of retlectivity in the 
tields. The surfaces are nearly perfect, as one would expect from 
the grade, and the fields show the rippling, orange-peel eftect 
commonly seen on proof gold from the late 1800s.

It has been nine years since 
we offered a proof 1899 Liberty eagle in so high a grade—and 
that piece, which formerly resided in the fabled Ed Trompeter 
Collection, was certified by NGC as PR66 Cameo rather than 
the PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC has assigned to the present coin 
Although the recorded mintage is 86 pieces, proofs are extremely 
rare and seldom appear in the marketplace: Akers in 1980 
estimated that only 25-30 pieces are known. The Breen Proof 
Encyclopedia notes, “Much rarer than commonly believed; seldom 
shows up.” More recently, the GarrettGuth Gold Encyclopedia 
seems to be understating the rarity of the issue by saying that 
“auction appearances are also among the most frequent for the 
series, with an average of two pieces coming up for sale every 
year.” (The average actually appears to be 1.5 coins per year.) 

Of course, such terms as “frequent” need to understood within 
the larger context of “Just how rare is proof gold overall?” More 
specifically, one might ask, “How rare are proot Liberty Head 
eagles?” As one measure, a quick perusal through Heritage’s 
permanent auction archives will reveal that of the more than 
26,000 Liberty Head eagles we have offered in the last 13 years 
since we began maintaining those archives, only a bit more than 
1%, or 294 pieces, were proofs. It is also revealing to note that we 
have offered, in absolute terms, fewer Liberty Head proof gold proot 
eagles than any other Liberty Head proot gold denomination. 

Finally, regardless of the absolute rarity of proof gold and proot 
Liberty Head eagles in particular, this special piece represents an 
amazing conditional rarity. Of the total 778 Liberty Head eagles 
that NGC has certified in all grades, only 122 are graded PR66 
or PR67 by NGC, and of those pieces only 60 are PR6O6 Ultra 
Cameo or PR67 Ultra Cameo. It is absolutely true that the years 
1898 through 1900 appear to be the most common issues for high

(purism aside; it was numerically the turn of the 20th century, 


the chronologist monk Dionysius Exiguus notwithstanding) saw 
dramatically increased proof gold mintages for all denominations 
over 1899, due no doubt to the augmented demand from 
collectors for a coin indicating the new era. The 1900 proof 
eagles were produced to the extent of 120 coins, as compared 
to 86 in 1899. Today perhaps half of those coin survive, many 
still in high grades and quite collectible. Few, however, show 
the ultimately desirable deep cameo contrast. The present PR64 
Ultra Cameo piece is one of two pieces so certified at NGC, 
which has graded 13 Ultra Cameo pieces finer (2/08). This piece 
may represent an “affordable” compromise for some fortunate 
collector who desires an Ultra Cameo coin yet cannot spring tor 
Registry Set quality. 

This is a breathtaking piece of proof gold. The surfaces are 
superior in appearance to what one would expect from a PR64. 
The fields display a slight orange-peel effect, which is seldom 
seen on gold pieces of this late date. The devices are heavily 
frosted and give the coin a strong two-toned effect on each side.

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Incredible 1901 Eagle, PR65 Ultra Cameo 
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1901 PR65 Ultra Cameo NGC. While little of note changed 
with regard to regular-issue U.S. coinage in the earliest years of 
the 20th century, proofs experienced an important change in 
1902, one not so epoch-making as the Mint preference for matte 
proofs during the American Renaissance era from 1908 to 1916, 
but a distinct shift with undeniable consequences nonetheless. 
Beginning with the proof coinage of 1902, alterations to Mint 
techniques resulted in lessened frost on the device areas of 
the dies. This led to a diminished cameo effect on the earliest 
examples struck from proof dies, and later specimens had the 
look of brilliant proofs. 

Analysis of certified population data reinforces this perception. 
On examining the NGC Census Report listings for Liberty proot 
ten dollar gold coins, years such as 1889, 1892, and 1897 show 
that all NGC-certified examples have either a Cameo or an 
Ultra Cameo designation. By contrast, for four of six issues after 
the change—1902, 1903, 1905, and 1907—Cameo and Ultra 
Cameo pieces combined are in the minority. In fact, the total of 
five 1901-dated Ultra Cameo Liberty eagles is equal to the sum 
of Ultra Cameo specimens across all later issues (1/08). 

This resplendent Gem, which hails from that 1901 issue, 
the only 20th century proof Liberty ten dollar gold piece with 
significant availability as an Ultra Cameo, offers incredible 
visual appeal. The straw-gold mirrors give off a gorgeous sheen, 
and the attentively struck portrait and eagle offer moderate trost 
that combines with the fields for a wonderful cameo effect. A 
small lint mark above Liberty’s hair bun can serve as a useful 
pedigree marker.

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1598 1906 PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC. The 1906 is one of three proof 


Liberty eagles, alongside the 1902 and 1905, that are distinctly 
scarcer than the rest of their 20th century brethren. While 
estimates of survivors have risen slowly over the decades, with 
a range of 25 to 30 given by Akers and 30 to 35 from Breen. 
Garrett and Guth suggest that “perhaps as many as half of the 
original 77 Proofs” still exist, but regardless of the population 
figure one believes, the 1906 proof Liberty ten remains a worthy 
challenge, and the pool of survivors is far smaller than the 
present demand. 

Unlike certain other proof gold issues that came after the 
Mint’s shift to largely brilliant proofs in 1902, the 1906 often 
comes with delightful contrast. In the NGC Census Report, 
across all grades, pieces with the Cameo designation outnumber 
those without, 19 to 10. Coins that show distinct contrast are 
among the most desirable, and the better the cameo effect, the 
more prized the pieces become. As noted by Garrett and Guth, 
the coins’ “ ... contrast ranges from moderate to strong and 
several lovely gems are known.” 

Curiously, all three of the proof 1906 Liberty eagles certified 
by NGC as Ultra Cameo have been graded PR66 (1/08); 
this may hint at resubmission, though the Heritage Auction 
Archives show a PR66 Ultra Cameo exemplar offered at the July 
2002 New York sale which does not match the present lemon- 
gold example. The present piece displays a tiny planchet flake 
between the curves of Liberty’s hair bun, something that the 
July 2002 specimen does not show. Its mirrors are exceptionally 
deep, and under a light, the coin showcases magnificent black- 
and-gold contrast. An exquisitely preserved representative that 
is sure to be a credit to the next collection that holds it.

1599 1907 Wire Rim MS65 NGC. Sculptor Augustus Saint'Gauder 
felt that his monumental striding portrait of Liberty should b 
placed only on the United States’ largest gold coin, the doub 
eagle. For the ten dollar gold coin, he accordingly designe 
a side-view portrait of a Liberty head, one he modeled aft 
the head of Victory (Athena Nike) from his General Sherma 
monument in New York City. The General Sherman monumer 
was the last large-scale work that the famed sculptor complete: 
in 1905, before cancer took him at the premature age of 59 i 
August 1907. (In an interesting side note revealed in Augustr 
Saint-Gaudens: American Sculptor of the Gilded Age by Henr 
Duffy and John Dryfhout, the authors reveal the little-know 
fact that James Earle Fraser, future designer of the Buffalo nick 
worked with SaintGaudens both in Paris and New Hampshi 
on the Sherman project.) 

One of the studies for the Nike head, Relief of Victory (190) 
7), on display at the Saint'Gaudens National Historic Sit 
and Number 38 in the Duffy-Dryfhout reference, bears muc_ 
in common with the final ten dollar gold portrait, the mai¥ 
exception being the laurel leaf wreath that encircles the femal! 
head. In Saint-Gaudens’ transition of the design from Nike tw 
Liberty, President Theodore Roosevelt insisted that the figur’

In Breen’s 1988 Encyclopedia, he noted: “Possibly 35-407 
proofs survive, many nicked.” When one examines the spread off 
grades in the population data for 1888 proofs, this is also borne:

Phenomenal PR67 Ultra Cameo 1899 Twenty Dollar Gold 


1759 1899 PR67 Ultra Cameo NGC. The mintage for the 1899 proof twenty is recorded as 84 pieces, but it is more than 
likely that only perhaps two dozen examples—and certainly no more than 30—pieces exist, based on the certified 
combined population at NGC and PCGS of 46 submissions. In fact, it may be that even an estimate of two dozen 
survivors is on the high side. While the Smithsonian Institution collection contains multiple examples of most proof 
Liberty double eagles, the collection has only a sole example of the 1899—one that is in PR63 condition. At NGC 
this phenomenal PR67 Ultra Cameo piece is tied with two others (or one coin submitted twice) for finest honors, 
while at PCGS the single finest certified of the issue is a PR66 Cameo (1/08). 

It is worth mentioning that any Liberty Head proof double eagle is a rare bird, indeed. While Heritage has offered 
nearly 48,000 business strike Liberty Head twenties, it has offered only 319 proof Liberty Head twenties, regardless of 
date. 

As for the present specimen, in PR67 Ultra Cameo it is the finest of the issue, by two grade points, that Heritage has 
ever had the privilege to offer. Only 12 times in the past have we offered a proof 1899 double eagle, the finest a PR66 Cameo 
that went unsold in November 2006. All of the remaining examples were graded PR65 or below, including a circulated, 
impaired proof. And of those dozen previous examples, only a single PR63 piece had Deep/Ultra Cameo surtaces. 

A four-digit date logotype was used on all dies from all mints. On the Trompeter Collection specimen (and likely 
on all proofs), the date was punched somewhat low and to the right, with the | in the date closer to the dentils than 
to the neck. Business strikes show closed loops on the Ys in the date from dies that were heavily impressed with the 
date logo punch, and slightly open loops on coins from dies that were less heavily impressed. The 18 is closest, with 
the 89 widest, and 99 slightly closer than 89. 

With the current feverish markets for gold and precious metals, type gold—and proof gold 
other numismatic market segments are seeing spillover from the builion markets. Given the present state of the 





along with many 


economy, the most likely scenario is that proof gold, especially in high grade, will see continuing long-term demand, 
both from numismatic Connoisseurs as well as others seeking to diversify their holdings. 

It is almost a given that this phenomenal specimen should expect to see a record or near-record price, but what 
the specific price of this rarefied piece might be is open to question. Most of the commonly used price guides, such 
as Coin World’s ”Trends/Coin Values,” the PCGS online Price Guide and print Rare Coin Market Report, the Coin 
Dealer Newsletter, and the Guide Book do not even publish prices for the 1899 in PR67. 

It is interesting to note that all four denominations of 1899 proof gold offered in this sale all share common surtace 
characteristics beyond their cameoed appearance. The obverses all show the expected orange-peel effect, while the 
reverses all show fine die striations with a lessened orange-peel appearance. It may be a stretch, but it is possible that 
these coins were all produced around the same time and may have even been produced by the same press operator, 
given the similarity in their surfaces. This piece shows illimitable depth of mirrored reflectivity in the fields, and the 
devices are starkly contrasted against the fields. Each side is nearly perfect in terms of physical preservation, with no 
obvious or mentionable contact marks on either side.

The sole example at the Smithsonian is a PR64 
piece. The recorded mintage of 124 coins is rather high for 
a proof Liberty Head double eagle, likely due to those giddy | 
collectors numismatically celebrating what they viewed as the 
beginning of a new century in 1900. However, many of the 
known pieces are impaired or damaged in some way. | 

The 1900 is also an issue that is encountered with and without — 
Cameo surfaces. In PR65 Cameo, this piece is one of seven 
examples at NGC, with five Cameo coins finer (PR67 the finest). 
PCGS has certified four PR65 coins as the finest of the issue, all 
of them Deep Cameo (2/08). The 1900 double eagle is a popular 
issue for another reason, as it was not long after, in 1902, that 
the Mint, for reasons that are undocumented today, switched its 
method of proof gold production. The Liberty Head pieces from 
1902 and later, up through 1907, are mostly brilliant, and generally 
lack the cameo contrast so beloved of collectors today. 

This piece has unfathomably deep mirrors with sharply 
contrasting mint frost over the devices. The surfaces are free 





from any noticeable or mentionable defects, and each side has 
slightly hazy. Both obverse and reverse show rich orange-gold 
color with a slight accent of reddish patina. 

It is noteworthy that this stunning Gem proof is the single 
finest-certified specimen of the issue that we have ever offered 
since we began maintaining our Permanent Auction Archives. 
The previous offerings of the 1900 ranged from PR64 downward 
to PR61, with most of those uncertified as Cameo coins.

The 1900 Liberty Head 
proof double eagle is not a particularly impressive date, either 
in terms of original mintage or surviving population. Garrett 
and Guth, writing in their Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins, 
1795-1933 (2006), had the following comments about the issue: 
“Although the number of coins known for this date is relatively 
high for a Proof Liberty Head double eagle, many are impaired 
or otherwise damaged. There are probably around 50 examples 
known in all levels of preservation.” 

The current specimen, far from being damaged or impaired 
in any way, is an extremely impressive representative that is 
unmatched for overall quality at either of the major grading 
services. As of January 2008, this is the sole example to be 
certified as PR66 Ultra Cameo by NGC, with none finer. PCGS 
has graded no 1900 proof finer than PR65 Deep Cameo. 

It would be difficult to overstate the eye appeal of this 
magnificent Premium Gem. At arm’s length it presents a stark 
white-on-black appearance, as the intensely watery fields 
provide an impressive backdrop for the fully frosted devices. 
Closer inspection under low magnification reveals that all of 
the design elements have been reproduced with razor-sharp 





precision, including the finer details of Liberty's hair and 
the sometimes incomplete lower details of the eagle. Also 
noteworthy is the cleanliness of the impeccably preserved 
surfaces, both on the obverse and the reverse. 

This is truly a remarkable coin that seems virtually 
unimprovable, and would enhance the overall standing of any 
advanced collection of proot gold coinage.

Beginning at about this time, 
the Mint discouraged such coins, preferring the total brilliance 
of non-contrasting pieces. Dies were prepared in the standard 
manner without any special treatment, so that cameo pieces | 
only represent the earliest strikes from new dies. | 





The population reports fail to indicate the true rarity of 
such pieces, but clearly show the change in production. For 
example, the NGC Census Report shows that nearly every 
proof double eagle from 1887 through 1899 has some degree of 
contrast, as there are only 11 coins (out of 246 certified) from 
those years that have been certified without a Cameo/Ultra 
Cameo designation. In 1900, some non-Cameo pieces begin to 
appear, and in 1901 the number of non-Cameo proofs increases 
dramatically. From 1902 through 1906, non-Cameo pieces 
exceed Cameo proofs, and Ultra Cameo examples are virtually 
nonexistent (with the exception of a single 1904). 

This near-Gem proof has excellent cameo contrast, deep 
lemon-yellow color, and exceptional design definition. A few 
virtually invisible lines on Liberty’s cheek keep it from the Gem 
grade level. The double eagle connoisseur is sure to appreciate 
this lovely piece.

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1904 PR65 Ultra Cameo NGC. According to the Encyclopedia 
of U.S. Gold Coins (2006), coauthor Jeff Garrett believes the 1904 
double eagle to be the most common date of the type in proof. It 
must be noted, however, that the total mintage of this issue was 
a mere 98 pieces (compare that to the business strike production 
of 6,256,699 coins, or to the numbers for any modern proof gold 
issue). Curiously, more than 100 specimens have been graded by 
NGC and PCGS, but this population is certain to include multiple 
resubmissions of some of the coins, as dealers and collectors 
attempt to obtain “upgrades” from one company or the other. 

The current offering is anything but common. In fact, this 
specimen is the only example of the proof 1904 double eagle 
to be graded as Ultra Cameo by NGC, at any grade level. 
Furthermore, none have been designated as Deep Cameo at 
PCGS (as of January 2008). 

The rarity of deeply prooflike examples is not surprising, 
considering that this issue was produced in a brilliant format 
that did not tend to impart a deep mirror finish to the fields, 
with contrasting frosted devices that allow for a noticeable 
cameo effect. It seems possible, and indeed likely, that this 
gorgeous Gem was one of the first pieces (perhaps the very first) 
of the entire issue to be struck, although this hypothesis is one 
that cannot be proven. 

Fully struck, with crisp definition throughout, and marvelous 
overall quality that also includes virtually immaculate 
preservation of the delicate surfaces. Large gold coins are 
notoriously difficult to keep in pristine condition, but this piece 
has obviously been handled with great care ever since being 
struck at the Philadelphia Mint, more than 100 years ago.

Virtually Perfect 1907 High Relief Twenty, MS69 


1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS69 PCGS. CAC. Frank A. Leach 
was superintendent of the U.S. Mint in San Francisco from 1897 to 
1907. He assumed the title of Mint director in Washington in 1907 
after the resignation of George E. Roberts from the post, and moved 
there in time to assume his new duties by Oct. 1, 1907. As the 
following excerpt shows, Leach was a crucial figure in the production 
of the Saint-Gaudens coinage. Leach wrote his memoirs titled 
Recollections of a Newspaper Man—A Record of Life and Events in 
California, published in 1917 by Samuel Levinson of San Francisco. 
Bowers and Merena Galleries republished a portion of that work in 
L987 as Recollections of a Mint Director. Some excerpts from that 
text follow, dealing with the circumstances surrounding production 
of the High Relief issues: 


“Another very important matter was in hand in 
the bureau when I arrived at Washington, 
which was soon to cause me some anxiety, 
and that was the perfection of 
President Roosevelt's scheme for 
new designs for all the gold 
coins of our country. There 
were a number prominent 
people in the East, 
especially in New York 
and Boston, who some 
time before began an 
agitation for an 
improvement in 
appearance of all 
our coinage. The 
President quickly 
became the leading 
Spit of the 
movement. The 
prevalent idea in 
this undertaking 
was that the design 
and execution of our 
coinage were inferior 
and inartistic when 
compared with those of 
ancient Greece; and as 
the coins used by a nation 
are one of the most enduring 
records of the art and mechanical 
skill of its age, our government 
should make an issue of coinage that 
would leave to future generations and ages 
something that would more truthfully and 
correctly reflect the artistic taste and mechanical ability 
of our day than the coinage then in use, unchanged for so many 


years.” 


Leach then makes a surprising comment concerning what he 
considers to be the derivative nature of the Saint-Gaudens 
coinage—at least in their relief, if not in their design—and 
expresses his concerns with the practicability issues involved in 
producing the Ultra High Relief and High Relief designs: 


“The admiration for the ancient Greek coins unwittingly 
influenced those gentlemen to suggestions that were imitative 
rather than original. They wanted the designs for the proposed 
coinage to be brought out in high relief, or with medallic effect, like 
the designs on the ancient coins. The commercial use and 
requirements seemed to have been lost sight of in the enthusiasm of 
producing a highly artistic coin; but in all probability none of the 
leading spirits in the movement was familiar with the use of metallic 
money, and did not understand that the proposed high reliet would 
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make the face of the coins so uneven that the pieces would no 
‘stack,’ which was a condition fatal to the practicability of the idea. 





“It was early in the year 1905 that President Roosevelt authorize 
the Director of the Mint to conclude a contract with the famou 
sculptor, Saint'Gaudens, to supply designs in high relief for the anc 
gold coins. This was accomplished in July, but no designs wer 
finally perfected that met the approval of the President until th 
early part of 1907. ... Dies from the model were made at the 
Philadelphia mint. On trial, the dies gave such a high reliet to the 
figures on the design that all efforts to produce a perfect o1 
satisfactory coin on the regular coining presses were ineffectual. 
medal press was then resorted to, that the beauty of the desigi 
might be studied and preserved in the shape of a coin, but even by 
this process it required about twelve blows or impressions in 

the press for each piece, with an annealing proces: 
between each stroke of the process. ... Se i 
pieces only from this model were struck ong 
the medal press, and these were 
subsequently given to mint andl 
Washington officials connectedt 
with the work. 





“There were some who thoughtt 
that by reducing the diameter! 
of the piece to about thes 
size of a ‘checker,’ with ai 
corresponding increase int 
the thickness, the much: 
desired high relief might 
be struck on the ordinary 
coin press; accordingly 
dies were made and| 
several pieces struck 
when it was discovered 
that the coinage act 
passed in 1890, prohibited 
the change of the diameter’ 
of any coin. Thirteen pieces 
were struck from this small die: 
for the thick or checker pieces, 
but with the exception of two: 
coins placed in the cabinet or’ 
collection of coins at the Philadelphia 
mint, all of these pieces were melted) 
and destroyed on account of the improper 
or illegal dimensions. 


“Saint-Gaudens then attempted to facilitate the work of 
coinage by supplying another or second set of models with the 
relief reduced to some extent, but satisfactory results were not 
obtained on the regular coinage presses. He then made a third) 
model with still further and greater reduction of the high relief. The 
failure gave rise to considerable friction between the artist and the’ 
mint authorities. The President had become impatient and began to 
think that the mint officials were not showing a zeal in the work! 
that promised results. It was at this stage of undertaking that | came] 
into the office of Director. Betore | had become tamiliar with my 
surroundings the President sent for me. In the interview that] 
followed he told me what he wanted, and what the failures and his 
disappointments had been, and proceeded to advise me as to what | 
should do to accomplish the purpose determined upon in the way of 
new coinage. In this talk he suggested some details of action of a 
drastic character for my guidance, which he was positive were 
necessary to be adopted before success could be had. All this was 
delivered in his usual vigorous way, emphasizing many points by 
hammering on the desk with his fist. This was my first interview 
with the President, and it was somewhat embarrassing for me to 
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oppose his views, but | felt that it was essential to my success that | 
should be untrammeled by any interference in the plans that | 


should adopt to secure the production of the new coinage. | 


determined then and there that if | could not have free rein in the 
matter | would not attempt the work. In my reply to the President | 
finally made the wisdom of my position clear to him. | explained to 
him how | had not yet had time to look into the matter and locate 
the causes of failure, consequently could not say what was necessary 
to correct them. At any rate, | would have to insist that these were 
matters of details that should be left to my judgment. 

“All you want, Mr. President,’ I said, ‘is the production of the 

coin with the new design, is it not?” 

“Yes, said he. 

“Well, that I promise you.’ 

“He said he guessed | was right in my attitude in the matter, but 
| think he was not very confident of my getting results, for when a 
few days later I laid upon his desk a sample of beautifully 
executed double eagles of the Saint'Gaudens design, 
he was most enthusiastic in his expressions of 
pleasure and satisfaction. I certainly 
believed him when he declared he 
was ‘delighted.’ He warmly 
congratulated me on my 
success, and was most 
complimentary in his 
comments. 


“ ‘Now,’ he said, ‘I 
want enough of these 
coins within thirty 
days to make a 
distribution 
throughout the 
country, that the 
people may see 
what they are like.’ 

I replied that we 
would be able to 
meet with his desire, 
although I explained 
that the issue would 
have to be struck on 
medal presses from the 
second design model, but 

that in a few weeks later, 
we would have dies 
completed from model No. 3 
with lower relief, so that the coins, 
when made, would meet the 
requirements of the bankers and business 
men in ‘stacking,’ etc., and these could be 
struck on the regular coin presses in the usual way. 


The pleasure of the President was manifested in the heartiness of 


his thanks. | had every medal press in the Philadelphia mint put 
into operation on these coins with an extra force of workmen, so 
that the presses were run night and day. The officers of the mint 
entered into the spirit of the work cut out for them, putting zest into 
the operations which assured me that the issue of the new double 


eagles, so greatly desired by the President, would be made on time.

In fact, we delivered to the Treasurer of the United States 12,153 
double eagles, representing $243,060, which was considerably more 


than asked of us, several days ahead of time.” 


As the fascinating and historic Leach account makes clear, the 
MCMVII Ultra High Relief coins were an instant rarity, and those 
coins today are all but unobtainable, as only 19 or 20 pieces were 
struck. In this way the Ultra High Relief coins are in the same class 
as other legendary rarities, say 1894-5 Barber dimes or [804 silver 
dollars. But the High Relief coins are in quite a different « lass 
While retaining much of the original relief desired, the MCMVII 
High Relief coins are not particularly rare as a type, and nice 
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specimens are within the means of many collectors. And while the 
Ultra High Reliefs are pattern pieces, the High Reliefs are regular 
issue coinage. Mint Director Leach had the pieces struck to satisfy 
President Roosevelt's desires for high relief coinage that would 
emulate Classical Greek coinage, all the while fully realizing that 
the design was still impractical for modern, one-blow circulation 
coinage. “Modern” circulating coinage of the era was produced on 
high-speed steam-powered coin presses, not the hydraulic medal 
presses used for the Ultra High Relief and High Relief coinage. The 
High Relief coins required only three blows of the medal press, not 
the seven or more blows required to fully articulate the Ultra High 
Relief design. Although the estimates for the number of pieces 
coined vary (and estimates for the number of blows required), 
Leach’s documentation of more than 12,000 pieces appears 
essentially correct, according to modern research. 
A so-called “Wire Rim” protruded around the outer extremity of 
the coins, which resulted from excessive metal flow between the die 
face and collar during the striking process. Unlike today’s 
collectors who consider the Wire Rim to be a highly 
collectible variety, Mint officials considered it 
to be a striking deficiency. This “flaw” in 
the striking process was corrected 
around mid-December, and 
subsequent High Relief double 
eagles possessed what became 
known as a Flat Rim. 


The High Relief Wire Rim 
example we offer in the 
present lot is a supremely 
preserved, satiny Gem of 
this highly regarded Saint 
Gaudens issue. The 
execution of this design 
in high relief has, to date, 
been the ultimate 
achievement of the 
coiner’s art—a fact widely 
recognized and reflected in 
the price of these coins. 
The design elements on this 
coin are extremely well 
defined, indeed better than 
what might be expected for the 
issue. Despite multiple blows, the 
typical High Relief Wire Rim 
specimen may display weakness on the 
stars, on the Liberty and eagle motifs, 
and the on the tops of the letters.

December 6 from Director Frank Leach stating: 


“l was exceedingly humiliated today to have the Secretary of 
the Treasury call attention to the excessive burr, or fin, on one 
of the new double eagles now being distributed. 

“I was also surprised to find so many of these defective coins 
in a bag as I saw in the Treasurer’s office here. 

“I gave explicit orders when in Philadelphia that such coins 
should not be delivered, and directed the man who seemed 
to have the coins in charge to see that the same should all be 
gone over and the bad ones laid aside.” 


Quite a strong reaction, and one that seems radical to today’s 
numismatists as such coins are highly prized and considered a 
collectible striking variant. Nevertheless, the “defective coins” 
were largely remedied toward the end of the production run of 
High Reliefs, and today the Flat Rim is several times scarcer 
than its Wire Rim counterpart. 

The only noticeable break in the silky-smooth texture of the 
surfaces is a short horizontal contact mark across the first and 
second rays on the reverse. In Gem (and finer) conditions, we have 
seen surprisingly few Flat Rim High Reliefs over the years.

Despite 
large mintages for the 1852 Humbert fifty, few Uncirculated 
examples have survived.

The story of the gold lost when the 
S.S. Central America went down has generally been 
told as the loss of the gold causing the Panic of 1857. 
In fact, the bullion on board the sunken ship was 
a complicating factor, but not an actual reason for 
the Panic. Documents from 1857 and 1858 reinforce 
this. In August and September 1857, the New York 
City division of the Ohio Life Insurance & Trust 
Company failed. This triggered a wave of financial 
crises. Some banks ceased specie payments. Railroad 
shares fell dramatically. Several banks in Baltimore 
Washington, and Philadelphia closed their doors in 
mid-September. When the S.S. Central America sank 
on September 12, the loss of gold further exacerbated 
the payment of specie by many New York banks. 
This problem was foretold in Harper’s in its June 20, 
1857 issue, as related in Bowers’ A California Gold 
Rush History: 
“The country is prosperous, no doubt, but we 
are going ahead so fast, and living so absolutely 
from hand to mouth, that the first hitch in the 
machinery may upset the whole concern. The loss 
of a single specie-steamer from California would

break no one can tell how many mercantile houses 
in New York, Philadelphia, and Boston.” 


Kellogg @ Humbert were by far the largest assayers 
represented among the gold ingots in the hold of the 
S.S. Central America. There were 343 ingots from 
this well-known assaying concern, representing more 
than 35,000 ounces of gold. The sizes varied widely. 
The smallest ingot weighed only 5.71 ounces, while 
the largest, known as the “Eureka” ingot, weighed an 
amazing 933.94 ounces. This nearly eight-pound ingot 
(12 troy ounces of gold to a troy pound) is among the 
upper half of the Kellogg bars on board. One item of 
interest is the individual bar number. Number 1031 
is the third highest number listed, indicating it must 
have been poured shortly before the ship left San 
Francisco. 

The ingot itself has a great deal of visual interest. 
Every surface, even the assaying chips on the corners, 
are irregularly coated with deep reddish-rust patina. 
The top side reads: No 1031 / Kellogg imprint / 93.84 
Oz / 890 FINE / $1726.45. At the top of the back side 
the individual bar number is repeated. Where not 
deeply patinated, the surfaces are bright yellow-gold. 
Two small assay chips are out of opposing corners, as 
always. The ingot measures 55 x 110 x 28 mm. An
